Tue Refunding bill was before the House 
yesterday. Wood, Randall, Kelley, Warner, 
and Weaver spoke in supportof the 3 per 
cent bond clause of the bill. Messrs. His- 
cock, Horr, and Gen. Hawley spoke against 
the measure as impracticable. Horr said 
that the Democrats supported the Carlisle 
clause of the bill in order to destroy the 
National-banking system of the country. He 
then humorously enumerated what the Dem- 
ocrats were opposed to, and said the only 
things which they favored were fraud, forgery, 
and free whisky. The Carlisle amendment 
was adopted by a vote of 128 to 101. It pro- 
vides that after next May the National banks 
shall deposit 3 per cent bonds in the Treas- 
ury as security for their circulation. The 
bill will in all probability be passed in its 
present state this morning. 


Tur following United States Senators were 
chosen yesterday: In Connecticut, Gen. 
Joseph R. Hawley, to succeed Senator Eaton ; 
in New York, the Hon. Thomas C. Platt, to 
succeed Senator Kernan; in Maine, the Hon. 
Eugene Hale, to succeed Senator Hamlin; in 
Michigan, Senator Baldwir® was chosen to 
succeed himself for the short term, and the 
Hon. Omar D. Conger was chosen for the 
long term as Senator Baldwin’s successor. 
In Indiana Gen. Ben Harrison was elected 
as the successor of Senator McDonald. Sen- 
ators Bayard, Dawes, and Cockrell will suc- 
ceed themselves. One Democrat and one In- 


dependent voted for Gen. Hawley in the Con- 


necticut Legislature. 


SENATOR Eaton, Chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Foreign Affairs, says that his 
Committee will report to the Senate a reso- 
lution emphatic in its hostility to the con- 
struction of a Panama Canal by foreign capi- 
tal or under the auspices of the citizens of 
any foreign nation. He believes in the strict 
enforcement of the Monroe doctrine, and 
that the Government, if necessary, should 
assume power over the isthmus of Panama 
in order that the interests of this country 
may be protected. 


A HEAVY snow-storm prevailed in Great 
Britain yesterday. The intense cold has not 
been equaled there for twenty years. A 
fierce gale swept the south and east coasts. 
One vessel was wrecked off the Scilly Islands, 
and there is no account of the crew; two ves- 
sels have been driven on the Cornish coast, 
and one bark and several fishing vessels on 
the Essex coast. Telegraphic and mail com- 
munication between England and the Con- 
tinent is very seriously interrupted.

A FOOLISH WOMAN,

Detroit, Mich., Jan. 18.—Mrs. Josephine 
Buettner, wife of the Secretary of the German 
Branch of the Young Men's Christian A880 
ciation of this city. was the victim of a horri- 
ble accident to-day, resulting in her death 
after undergoing terrible torture for several 
hours. The unfortunate lady was enceinte, 
and, of course, troubled with pains incid 
to her condition, and was advised by some 
old women to take an alcohol swedt-bath. 
She determined to act upon their suggestion. 
At a time when she was alone in the house 
she placed a saucer containing alcohol on the 
floor, set fire to it, and then stood over 
the saucer without first removing her cloth- 
ing. Her dress and undereiothing soon took 
fire, and, before she realized her danger, she 
was enveloped in flames. Fear took posses- 
sion of her, and she ran wildly about the 
room shrieking for aid. When the persons 
who had heard her despairing shouts en- 
tered the house the poor woman was found 
rolling about on the floor, writhing in great 
agony. By this time every article of her 
clothing, except her woolen stocking, had 
been burned to acinder. Physicians were 
hurriedly summoned, but it was seen at 
once that she had been fatally burned.

AN ALMOST STRICTLY PARTISAN VOTE. 
Fegnando Wood succeeded in having the

Gillette was doing. Finally, Gillette mus- 
tered nine votes for his inflation scheme, that 
being the entire army of the Greenbackers, 
Stévenson, of IIlinois, voting with them, and, 
at last, the bill was reported to the House 
and the previous question ordered. 

HORR, OF MICHIGAN, THE HUMORIST, 
made a speech ridiculing the bill, which, 
while full of humor, was a severe attack on 
the bill.

sively named unsuccessfully, until the com- 
paratively modest sum of $100,000 was 
reached. This was agreed to, and then, after 
Senator Edmunds had made another uhsuc- 
cessful attempt to send the claim to the Court 
of Claims, the bill, as amended, was passed 
by a vote of 33 yeas against 19 nays.

NICARAGUA. 
ARGUMENTS, 

Wasuinerton, D. C., Jan. 18.—The House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs, having be- 
fore it the consideration of the Crape reso- 
lution reaffirming the Monroe doctrine, gave 
a hearing this morning to William H. Webb, 
New York, and Mr. Thompson, late Secre- 
tary of the Navy. Webb was very decided 
in his opinion that the political and com- 
mercial interests of the country would be 
adversely affected by the construction of the 
Panama Canal, and, therefore, the Monroe 
doctrine should be reasserted to prevent that 
work. He also expressed the opinion that 
the Nicaragua route was a natural route for 
the canal, and that the canal could be con- 
structed within four years, and at a cost of 
$50,000,000. Mr. Thompson restated, only 
with more fervor, the argument he made 
yesterday before the Committee on the Inter- 
oceanic Canal, 

SENATOR EATON. 

The Senate Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions did not take up Senator Burnside’s in- 
ternational canal resolutions. Senator 
Eaton, Chairmaa of the Committee, says 
the Committee will undoubtedly report a 
résolution embodying the substance of the 
one introduced by Gen. Burnside, but 
stronger and more emphatic in its hostility 
to the construction of an international canal 
by foreign capital, and for the enforcement 
of the Monroe dectrine. His own idea is to 
report a resolution declaring that this Gov 
erument assumes power over the isthmus 
necessary tor tha protection of the United 
States, and will not allow foreign Govern- 
ments or foreign citizens to construct a canal 
across the isthmus.

JOHNSTON ON MAHONE.

In the statistical portion of the argu- 
ment Senator Johnston takes occasion to 
say that Mahone is $52,000,000 in error in his 
statement of taxable property; that he is 
$900,000 out of the way on the internal-rev- 
enue receipts, and $300,000 on the interest on 
the debt. In his description of the rise of 
the Readjusters he is caustic in his treat- 
ment of their pretensions as debt-payers;

England, he says, the reverse is true. The 
main interest in Senator Johnston’s argu- 
ment is purely local, as he deals largely in 
quotations from local statutes, the Virginia 
Constitution, and reports by State officers.

REMARKABLE CASE.

Why, I wasn’t even in IIlinois when the 
murder was committed, For the past three 
years I’ve been working at Smith's shingle 
mill, about twelve miles from Little Rock.

THE VISKOW TRAGEDY. 

Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 

OsHKOsH,.Jan. 17.—On Friday morning last 
Tue TRipuNE published a brief dispatch 
from Oshkosh, to the effect that the family 
of John Viskow, residing near this city, had 
all been murdered and their buildings 
burned to the ground. Such a horribie 
tragedy naturally aroused the whole 
neighborhood, and since that time the of- 
ficers of the law have been busy in investi- 
gating the case and getting at the bottom 
facts. The Viskow family consisted of the 
husband and father, John Viskow, about 60 
years of age, his wife, and a daughter, Lena, 
about 18 years of age. In the smoldering 
ruins of the house the charred remains of a 
woman were found by the neighbors that first 
discovered the fire, which were supposed to 
be the remains of Mrs. Viskow. In the ruins 
of the burned barn Were found a human 
skull, a thigh bone, and other recent remains 
of a human frame, that were believed to be 
the remnants of John Viskow’s body. At 
first it was supposed that some person or per- 
sons unknown had committed this bloody 
deed of murder and arson with the hope of 
gain, but since that terrible night a different 
and more rational theory has been formed, 
and a valuable witness has appeared in the 
case. Itis almost certain now that John 
Viskow was himself the murderer of his wife, 
the attempted murderer of his daughter, 
Lena, and that he ended his life in the 
barn after setting fire to all the buildings 
on the premises. Viskow is described as a 
man of the most violent and ungovernable 
temper,—morose, quarrelsome, and sullen,— 
with whom his wife and family were often at

instrument. She is now under skillful med- 
ical treatment, but is not yet sufficiently re- 
covered to tell any logical or coherent story 
of what she knows. Her disconnected story 
is that her father killed her mother, attempted 
to kill her, and set the house on fire. When 
partial consciousness returned she had suffi- 
cient strength to get out of the burning 
house, and wandered about until discovered 
by the neighbors. Concerning thesecond act 
of frightful tragedy—the setting of the 
other” buildings on fire and the suicide of her 
fa ther—of course she knows nothing, but all 

thit rests on circumstantial evidence. Ina 
few days it is hoped that Lena will be suffl- 
ciently recovered to testify intelligently be- 
fore the Coroner’s jury. ;

THE VESSEL INTEREST. 
Specwal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Toronto, Jan. 18.—The meeting of the ves- 
sel-owners at Port Hope on Wednesday last 
has occasioned some talk among sailors and 
shipping men here. A few of them were 
waited upon and asked to express their views 
on the present movement. 

The first person seen was Mr. Grasett, of 
Messrs. Hagarty & Grasett, who said: “I 
sympathize with the Port Hope meeting, 
provided the scheme is not to advance local 
interests, but to promote the interests of 
vesse-owners throughout Canada. The 
manner in which the matter was discussed 
at the late meeting was in appearance more 
to the interests of @essel-owners at Port 
Hope than elsewhere. Something more ex- 
tensive than this would be needed. If 
the movement were a general one 
thoughout Canada, a powerful associa- 
tion could be formed, which could 
regulate the rates of freight, also tug- 
charges and wreckage. The matter of sail- 
ors’ wages has been taken up very strongly 
by the Seamen’s Union. They cannot be 
said to be aggressive except in a few cases; 
but, these men being under control of men 
not in the trade, there is no guarantee 
they might not at some future time advance 
wages beyond reasonable terms. Such an 
association as spoken of could undertake the 
legal expenses of any suit wrongfully brought 
against any vessel, while the pressure that an 
organization like this could bring to bear 
would regulate the excessive wrecking 
charges.“ 

Capt. Sylvester, of Sylvester Bros. & Co., 

ve his opinion as follows: “As far as 

‘oronto men are concerned, they are alive 
to the importance of having an organization 
to protect their interests, as unions, etc., are 
all the rage with laborers and seamen, and in 
nearly all cases these have gone to extremes, 
abused. thelr powers, and exacted higher 
rates than oe were entitled to.

The amended contract, which probably 
was obtained by lobbying and slipped 
through Congress without much serutiny, 
authorized agentsof the Government to enter 
into competition with it and underbid it in 
the market, using its own facilities to trans- 
act its proper business better than the of- 
ficial agency could do it. Mr. Edmunds also 
showed that the contractors enjoyed, under 
both contracts, the benefit of preémpting two 
quarter-sections of land, or 320 acres, for each 
ten miles of route: and by the modified con- 
tract their compensation was tmcreased front 
$600,000 per annum to $1,000,000, as if to in- 
demnify them for war-tisks, Having accept- 
ed the increased pay and cheerfully lo- 
eurred the risks of Indian depredations 
resulting from the War, they were in 
equity and law estopped trom claim- 
ing damages. The Government, as Mr. 
Edmunds clearly stated it, is “ bound 
to protect its citizens, but is not bound to be 
an insurer”; and, it its protection fails, no 
citizen has an action for damages against it. 
The contrary principle would absorb a large 
proportion of the wealth of the country in pay- 
ment oflosses inflicted by the War on loyal cit- 
izens, Altogether, it must besaid that Judge 
Edmunds' candid and impartial review of 
the case deprived the claim of the least sem- 
blance of equity or good faith. The resolu- 
tion of Mr. Kernan sending Ben Holladay to 
the Court of Claims for relief would seam to 
be a stretch of fairness and right on his be- 
half; but Judge Edmunds supported that 
proposition, and it would probably be a satis- 
factory settlementof the claim, as the case 
would never be prosecuted further. 


THE POSTAL TELEGRAPH SYSTEM. 
We print in another column the report of 
a Special Committee on the Postal Telegraph 
which was appointed by the National Board 
of Trade. The Committee consisted of 
Messrs. F. B. Thurber of New York, Richard 
D. Fisher of Baltimore, Oliver Hoyt of New 
York, W. 8. Crosby of Chicago, and James 
Buchanan of Trenton. Their report was 
adopted by more than a two-thirds vote of 
the National Board at its late meeting in 
Washington, and it is now distributed under 
the auspices and with the indorsement of the 
New York Board of Trade and Transporta- 
tion. Hence THe Tumors feels justified in 
commending the document to the careful pe- 
rusal of its own readers. It recommends in 
the strongest terms the adoption by the 
American Government of the English system 
of combining the telegraph with the postal 
service. 

The English system of postal telegraphy 
has proved jo be a paying investment for the 
people. The number of offices increased 
from 2,488 in 1869, when the Government 
acquired control of the system, to 5,381 last 
year, and the increage in the number of 
messages during the same period was from 
6,500,000 to 26,547,137. Meanwhile the Post- 
Office Department in Great Britain has paid 
all operating expenses, paid for the increased 
plant and facilities necessary to the enor- 
mous growth of service, and paid the inter- 
est on the bonds issued by the Government 
for the original purchase of the lities. ~ Dur- 
ing the period named, the miles of line have 
increased from 5,601 to 28,156, the miles of 
wire from 48,990 to 101,851, the miles of sub- 
marine cable from 139 to 707, the instruments 
in use from 2,200 to 8,151, and the yards of 
pneumatic tubes from 4,844 to 48,620. But 
the most important feature in the system is 
that this remarkable progress has been made 
and paid for by means of a uniform charge 
of 25 cents upon all messages of twenty

The National Board seem to have fallen 
into the same error which most people enter- 
tain who have given this matter superficial 
thought—viz.: that it will be necessary for 
the Government to buy out the existing 
monopoly before it can contro! the telegraph 
system of the country. This procedure seems 
to be assumed by the gentlemen who pre- 
pared the report, for they say that, whenever 
the telegraph shall be taken by the 
Government, it should be at the full ap- 
praised value of the property,” and not upon 
the present inflated basis“ An extrava- 
gant. purchase price is apparently contem- 
plated, for the report refers to thé English 
purchase, and adds that “what may now 
seem an exorbitant price will ten years 
hence seem very low.“ The fact Is, that the 
only mistake made by the English Govern- 
ment was the purchase of lines that had 
already been constructed, and the payment 
of an exorbitant price therefor, together 
with the assumption by the Government of 
settling up unreasonable contracts which 
st the Government large additional sums. 
Mid it not been for so unbustinesslike a pur- 
chése the English Government would have 
been in a position long before now to make a 
further reduction in rates and yet to pay the 
interest on their Investment. Any project of 
a Government posta] telegraph that shal! 
include the purchase of the Western Union 
Company's lines and franchises will play 
into the hands of the men who control the 
monopoly almost as much as to permit the 
monopoly to proceed without Government 
competition or restraint. Indeed, it is 
suspected that the recent consolidation 
alms ultimately at a sale to the Government, 
and that the entire telegraph system of the 
country has been gathered under one man- 
agement and valued at an enormous inflation 
in order that such a, policy may be pursued 
as will excite public clamor for Government 
purchase. Mr. Jay Gould and his accom- 
plices are satisfied that in such case they will 
be able to control by the use of lobby, 
bribery, and corruption the price at which 
they shall sell out to the Government, Any 
such scheme as thia should be dismissed 
from consideration at once, 

Tue Tripune has already indicated the 
obvious and proper steps to be taken in the 
direction of a postal-telegraph system. The 
Government should proceed, through the 
Post-Office Department, to establish its own 
telegraph facilities in the same way and 
upon the same basis that it added the express 
business to the carrying of the mails, The 
Government COntrute te pesttouds, Which 
include the lines of railroad. It will need te 
purchase no right of way. It possesses the 
authority to secure the use of all the patents. 
The bare cost of erecting poles, attaching

THE CITY COUNCIL AND THE CANAL. 

The resolutions proposed in the City Coun- 
cil on Monday night, concerning the pro- 
posed turning of the waters of the Desplaines 
and the Calumet Rivers into the canal, were 
ill-timed and unnecessary. The Council did 
wellin referring them to a committee, where, 
itis to be hoped, they will be permitted to 
sleep, 

The resolutions protest against the pro- 
posed action at Springfield, and at the same 
time omit any mention or any promise or as- 
surance that the City of Chicago will take any 
steps to abate the evil complained of, and 
against which there have been so many vig- 
orous piotests. 

The City of Chicago is confessedly derelict 
in its auty, The City Couneil a year ago 
appropriated $100,000 to remedy the evil, and 
the neglect on the part of the city to take any 
steps whatever in the matter is what has 
provoked the adverse criticism of the river- 
town victims. After an entire year ot in- 
action on the part of the municipality, the 
Mayor now puts forth the plea that the ap- 
propriation made last year was insufficient, 
and therefore he had done nothing in the 
premises. Had he made that explanation to 
the visiting remonstrants from the other 


| elties, instead of his foolish declarations that 


it was the business of the Canal Commis. 
sioners, the threats to turn the Desplaines 
and Calumet Rivers and other feeders 
into the canal would never have been 
made. No such statement or explana- 
tion was made to the people of this city until 
recently; had it been it is probable that all 
the money needed would have been advanced 
to the city to meet the expenditure, What 
the Council should do now is not to denounce 
anybody nor to protest, but to give the State 
assurance that the work ordered Jast April 
will be put into operation as soon as possible, 
and that the City Council will, as soon as it 
will be legal to do so, appropriate any and 
whatever sum may be needed to have that 
work accomplished with the least possible 
delay, Further inaction and indifference on 
the part of the city authorities will be justly 
aceepted as a willful neglect of an urgent 
— by Chicago, and will be resented accord - 
y. 

The city has expended $600,000 upon the 
Fullerton avenue improvement to cleanse 
the Branch, and the result fully justi- 
fies the cost. By that improvement the 
North Branch has been put under such con- 
trol that it can be kept clean and inodorous.

THE NEXT WORLD'S FAIR. 

At last it is definitly settled that we are to 
have a World’s Fair, to be held in New York 
in 1883. At the meeting of the International 
Commission, held recently, the preliml- 
nary steps were taken, and, so far as they go, 
were well taken, It was at the outset a pru- 
dent selection that chose Gen. Grant as the 
head of the permanent Commission, and itis 
a good omen of success that he has accepted 
the position, It is an appointment that will 
not only commend the undertaking to the 
American people, but to the people of the 
Old World, whose honored guest he has 
been. It will unquestionably secure a splen- 
did representation of Old-World products, 
and will satisfy all concerned that there will 
be no unjust discriminations. Best of all, it 
wil! make the exhibition National in its 
broadest sense, since no man in this country 
is so essentially National among his own peo- 
ple, or more thoroughly represents his own 
people among the other nations than Gen. 
Grant. Inwood, the site for the Exposition, 
adozen miles out of New York City, has 
been obtained free of cost, is said to be avail- 
able for the purpose, and is well adapted 
for it in every particular. The Exposition 
will de made official in character by an act 
which it is expected Cons ress will pass 
authorizing the President to formally invite 
the participation of foreign Governments. 
The practical management of the Com- 
mission’s business is to be placed in the 
hands of an Execative Committee to be com- 
posed of the permanent officers of the Com- 
mission, twenty-five Commissioners selected 

by it, and twenty-five gentlemen to be select- 
ed by the subseribers of money. To raise 
thig money, amounting, it is estimated, to 
$12,000,000, the Commission will appeal to the 
people, Whether the Commission will ap- 
peal to the Government for help dves not 
appear in its address to the people, It is very 
non-committal in this particular. It simply 
says: The Commission has asked no Gov- 
ernment aid, and is, therefore, compelled 
to rely upon the patriotism of the 
people of every section of the coun- 
try for subseriptions to the requisit amount.” 
This leaves the matter open, and there is lit- 
tle doubt that if there is any deficiency in the 
popular subscription Congress will be ap- 
pealed to to make it gaod. Upon the sur- 
face everything appears favorable to success, 
with this exception: that the time appears too 
short sinee the last one in 1876 at Philadel- 
phia, and that there is danger of its being 
only a repetition of the Centennial Exposi- 


niscences which attached to it and gave it 
such prestige and éclat, 

This may, however, be a groundless fear, 
but after the Exposition of 1883 is over it 
would not be wise to repeat the experiment 
before 1900. That will allow a lapse of sev- 
enteen years, and in that time the world will 
have made great progress, and as no place in 
the world will have made such progress as 
Chicago, this city should now put in its 
‘claim as the site for the Exposition. 
There is no city in this e¢ountry 
so well adapted for it, as itis nearly central 


80 well known to the world as the one which 
feeds it. We have the South Park, with its 
thousands of acres easily accessible by rail- 
road-trains, horse-cars, and steamers, and by 
the year 1900 the South Park will be in the 
centre of thousands of people all about it. 
At the present rate of progress Chicago by 
that time will have a population of more 
than a million people, and will be not only 
the great granary of the world, as it is now, 
but a great manufacturing centre. With its 
enterprise, energy, and public spirit, with its 
marvelous capacity for taking care of vast 
crowds, with its equally marvelous attrac- 
tions as a place of summer-resort, the be- 
ginning of the twentieth century would be 
inaugurated with such a World’s Fair as the 
world has never yet seen. Let it be under- 
stood, therefore, that at this early day Chi- 
cago files her claim for the World’s Fair in 
1900, and may we all live to see it.

SHALL WE HAVE CHEAP BOOKS! 

The American publishers (or many of 
them) have reeently become converts, and 
with all the zeal of converts, to the doctrine 
of “international copyright.” For thirty, 
forty, and fifty years they have been issu- 
ing in comparatively cheap form all the 
great novels and other works of English 
writers. Some of these publishers have 
catalogs of select works, numbering ver- 
haps as high as 400, which up to the time 
of\the War they issued at 25 cents a vol- 
ume, but which they have since advanced 
from 100 to 200 per cent in price. To use 
their own now familiar term. all these 
works have been “pirated.” But another 
school of pirates has been called into ex- 
istence, Numerous publishing establish- 
ments are now engaged in publishing all the 
best works in the English language, and trans- 
lations from other languages, in Libraries,“ 
and purchasers can get any one of these pub- 
lications for 10, 18, or at most 20 cents. Their 
sale is immense. They sell in the propor- 
tion of thirty or forty to one of the same 
works published by the original pirates at 
7% cents ora dollar. These publications are 
scattered broadcast over the land, They in- 
clude, in addition to all the standard works 
of fiction, histories, travels, biographies, sel- 
entific, and even theological books, and all 
by well-known and recognized authors of 
ability. We yecently saw an edition of 
Knight’s History of England published in 
this cheapform, So low is the price at which 
these books are placed in the hands of pur- 
chasers that this kind of reading has 
largely driven out of market the weak, 
trashy, and hardly decent publications which 
had previously been the only kind within the 
reach of millions of readers. The distribu- 
tion of books of this elass is a National bene- 
fit; it is the best auxiliary to the schools that 
could be devised; it is better than free pub- 
lic libraries, because these books teach every 
village, and hamlet, and farm-house, and their 
effect is wholesome and elevating. The 
schools teach by which children 


may educate therhselves, and these books, ac-

cessible in no other form and under no other 
circumstances, is the actual placing of 
knowledge before the children, and even 
older persons, which they could not obtain 
otherwise. 

The recent novel by Lord Beaconsfield was 
published in England in three yolumes, at 
half a guinea per volume, or in all $7.87 in 
ourmoney. The publisher paid the auth 
$50,000, and issued 10,000 copies. A Mr, 
Griffith, an English publisher, in a commu- 
nication to the London Timea, protests against 
this system. He contends that had the book 
been printed in one volume and sold at half 
a crown, or 60 cents, at least half a million of 
copies might have been sold in England, on 
which the publishers would have made 4 
profit of $125,000 instead of $65,625, which is 
the result of the present edition. British 
publishets, however, are of the old school. 
They stick to the policy of dividing a book 
into three volumes, and obtaining the highest 
possible price for the smallest number of 
copies. The gratification of the public at 
large never enters into their calculations. 
Such a thing as the diffusion of knowledge 
by the largest circulation of good books is no 
part of their policy. ; 

In France this policy onge prevailed, but 
was broken up by the prectieal efforts of Levy, 
a French publisher. He at first reduced the 
price of novels from seven francs to three 
francs, Authors and publishers promptly 
experienced the wisdom of the change. The 
number of books sold increased, and the 
profits to publishers and authors also in- 
creased, The relative prices of books in 
France and in England are illustrated in 
the case ot Metternich’s Memoirs,” the price 
of which in France, in two volumes, was 
$3,60, in England $8.64; and Madame de 
Rémusat’s memoirs cost in France $2.40, 
and in England $8.10, and other books in 
proportion. , 

Now the original “ pirates” in this coun- 
try are demanding a copyright law, which 
will enable any one of them, securing a con- 


tract with an English publisher, to have an 


exciusive right to publish the book in the 
United States. An English book which can 
be sold at a large profit in this coun- 
try and pay to tm author a fair 
profit at $1.80 per copy, will under 
this now proposed arrangement be sold in 
this country at $4acopy. It was not until 
the “ Libraries” and others began their edi- 
tions of the best works in the English lan- 
guage at 10 to 80 cents a copy, and had flood- 
ed the country with their publications, that 
our large publishers discovered the necessity 
for a copyright law for their exclusive bene- 
fit. Against such a law public interest, pub- 
lic justice, and all considerations appealing 
to the improvement, cultivation, and educa- 
tion of the people protest. No such law for 
such a selfish purpose, and discriminating 
for a few against the millions, ought to be 
seriously considered, much less enacted. 
— 

Tue manufacture of bogus butter has re- 
cently been extensively noted and comment- 
ed upon. A large part of the public has 
now @ faint idea of the enormous frauds 
which are perpetrated upon the consuming 
world in the preparation and sale of that ar- 


‘ticle. It will be well if the awakening in 


that particular be the starting point of an 
agitation which shall result in driving from 
the market all adulterations of our food, 
drinks, and drugs. Thanks to the progress 
of chemical discovery. the adulteration of 
nearly everything we consume has been re- 
duced to a seience,—so extensive in its range 
as to make our means of subsistence 
largely artificial. The average human be- 
ing who is unblessed with the chemical 
knowledge and appliances necessary to 
analvsis finds himself entirely at the mercy 
of the adulterator. His treat may cuntain 
alum, potatoes, and pulverized earth ; his beer, 
tea and coffee, and spices, with the candy con- 
sumed by his little ones, are villainous com- 
pounds; his wines, it he indulges in that 
luxury, are strangers to purity; and hiscigars 
contain solace to the overstrung nerves in 
the shape of brown paper, cabbage leaves, 
etc. After having been poisoned by adul- 
terated food and drink he is doctored with 
drugs that have been adulterated, and, even if 
the medical man has prescribed correctly, 
may die for lack of the required remedy, 
the drug-store not providing the arti- 
cles called for in the prescription. The 
human being of to-day is thus running a per- 
petual gauntlet, from his cradle to his grave; 
the latter being not seldom reached years 
before the system would give out from ordi- 
nary disease or accident, How much of the 
great increase in our modern variety of dis- 
ease is due to impure alimentation and medi- 
cation, can scarcely be guessed at. It cer- 
tainly forms so great a proportion of the 
whole that one may well question if civiliza- 
tion, as at present known, be more of a bless- 
ing or a curse to the commuity.

NEW York, Jan. 18.—The position recently 
assumed by some of the leading fire-insur- 
anco companies touching the insurance of 
commissions is creating much excitement 
among commission merchants, who, it is 
estimated, carry in this city over $30,000,000 
of insurance. A large portion of this 
amount expired at the close of last 
year, and applications for renewals were 
duly made. On examining a new policy is- 
sued by a large foreign company it was 
found that the words Nor fer any commis- 
sions on merchandise in the hands of con- 
signees’ had been added to the clause speci- 
fying the exceptions absolute on account of 
which this eompany shall not be liable.”

DIED TOGETHER. 


Pathetic Incident of the Wreek of the 
Ship Eric. 
San Pranciseo Alta Valifornia. 

Henry Wasson, foimerly chief officer of 
the ship Eric the Red, who has arrived from 
the other side of the Pacific, tells a thrilling 
story, the main points of whieh are as fol- 
lows: On the night of Sept. 16 the Erie 
sighted Cape Otway light, and every one on 
board was confident that the.weyage would 
soon be at an end, and were looking forward 
to be at Melbourne on the morrow. The 
light breeze which prevailed was just suffi- 
cient to give the ship headway. At mid 
night the second officer called the Captain on 
deck and reported that a heavy fog had set 
tied over the land, which was searcely visi- 
ble. Orders were given at about 1:30 a. m. 
to wear ship, but there was not sufficient 
wind to accomplish the maneuvre. The ves- 
sel refused to go round. The light, whieh 
had up to this time been invisible, saddenly 
shone out and made visible, to all the peril- 
ous situation they were In. A long, narrow 
ridge of cruel rocks runs out some few miles 
from the cape. It was between this ridge 
and the high, precipitous coast that the ves- 
sel lay, slowly drifting to her doom. The 
only passengers were a gentleman named 
Gould and his wife. They had been married 
at Bath but afew weeks previous to the ves- 
sel's departure for New York. Mrs. Gould 
had developed incipient consumption, and 
by the advice of the doctor had undertaken 
asea voyage with a view to combat the dire 
malady. The young couple had enjoyed 
themselves during the trip and were eagerly 
looking forward to the termination of the 
voyage. The vessel was now rapidly drift- 
ing to destruction and no power on earth 
could avert her breaking on the reef. Capt. 
Doane and his officers stood on the poop, 
giving orders to the crew to get the boats 
out. Two of them were launched, but the 
current carried them among the breakers, 
where they were immediately smashed to 
pieces. At3a. m., just as daylight broke, the 
ill-fated ship with one bound struck upon 
the reef. The shock took six of her crew 
who were clustered on the forecastle head 
right off their feet, and a succeedi sea 
sweeping over the ship carried them with it. 
Mr. and Mrs. Gould were the survivors o 
the poop. With tearful countepances 
looks of horror they saw their end 1 
ing. The Captain exhorted them allow

One huge wave swept Mr. and 
Mrs. Gould and three sailors into the yawn- 
ing gulf, It was impossible to save them, 
Ropes there were none, and they Seappesred 
almost immediately.

The Late Auguste Blangul. 


London Telegraph. 

The old Revolutionist, who had been for some 
time past in failing health, has a mild and ben- 
evolegt aspect, in striking contrast to precon- 
ceived notions of the man who preached nothing 
but force and mob tyranny. He was of the 
middle bight, and exceedingly thin and emacia- 
ted; but he was quick in his movements, and 
walked with a regularity and at a pace that 
often led the ouvriers to remark that he was 
propelled by a spring. His feeble voice and his 
white locks inspired his hearers with sympatby, 
and when be spoke he only did so after mature 
thought, and with an air of conviction that al- 
ways told. The old atheist never could have ex- 
cused himself on the score of bastiness and 
want of retiection, for he was bold and deliber- 
ate in word as in gesture. Those who beheld 
him at the demonstration over the tomb of 
Fiourens, at Pere Lachaise, will never forget the 
sight. Blangui was delivering an address, when 
suddenly a terrible thunderstorm burst overhead. 
A drenching rain soon wetted the bystand- 
ers to the skin, and was accompanied by 
Hasbes of lightning and deafening rolis of 
thunder. Suddenly one flash, more vivid than 
the others, blinded the crowd for the moment: 
but Blangui stood regarding it fixedly, us if he 
would seize it. Then. with a gesture of d ir, 
he shook bis fist at the heavens and defied Him 
“whom Voltaire called the Supreme being.” 
The act was characteristic of the man. 

Bianqgui, who hated the caissical education that 
be himseif had received, brought bis sou up as 
u peasant, a dewer of wood and a drawer of 
water. For years be would not even have him 
taught to read, saying, “He will be happier 
without it.“ He was most primitive and simple 
in his mode of life, never touched wine, cofiee, 
or any beverage but water, and fed on herbs, 
lettuce, and fruit. Of peaches he was particu- 
larly fond. Biangui had a wholesome taste 
for fresh and never closed bis 
windows night or day at any season 
of the year. His bed was placed right 
under his open window, and in the depth of 
winter the snowflakes often fell on his face as 
he lay undisturbed in a sound sleep. Bianqui 
married young. His wife was a favorit pupil, 
and they had enjoyed seven years of bappi 
when, after one of his conspiracies, be foun 
himself condemned to life-long im ment. 
Madame Rianqui drooped and wasted away, and 
atthe end of the first year of separation she 
died. Her husband bas placed on record 
agony and suspense which be endured in his 
sylitary confinement, while his wife was slowly 
perishing; and then, be exclaima, “came four 
whole years in the solitude of the cell, with the 
phantom of her who was no more. Such has 
been my punishment, alone as | was in this In- 
ferno’ of Dante.

“The embattled farmers stood and fired the 
shot heard round the world“; these self-gov- 
erned men, with Ethan Allen at their head, 
crossed the lake, and, iu the name of the Great 
Jehoveh and the Continental Cong „de- 
manded the surrender of Ticonderoga.

80, too, when the second war with Hagiand 
came and an English force was marching upon 
Plattsburg. a strong body of Vermont militia 
crossed the lake as simple volunteers, without 
orders from the Governor, and helped to beat the 
enemy on land, while the gallant McDonough was 
defeating him 1 the lake. Our fathers were 
a religious peopie, but they worshiped the God 
of battles, and held it their duty to smite their 
enemies hip and thigh. This spirit has not died 
out. in the late Civili War no State sent ber 
sons more freely to the feild and no regimenis 
won more honor for gallantry and endurance 
than those which camefrom the mountains of 
Vermont. 

We may be equally proud of the record made 
by Vermont in civil life. Where else in all the 
States can you find a people among whom prop- 
erty is so fairly distributed and domestic com- 
fortso universal? There are few vast fortunes, 
but there is no abject poverty. 1 deem her 
fortunate in having no great city withiu her 
borders. With a Legislature t has never 
learned corruption, a judiciary upon whom the 
shadow of suspicion has never rested, a people 
steadfast in their convictions of duty, she can 
chalienge comparison with any of her sister 
States as to the practical result of her policy and 


laws. 

But while Vermont has no great city, with the 
resources jn art and science which congregated 
wealth brings together, it has, nevertheless, io 
its beautiful villages, a type of social life and 
civilization which seems to me, all things con- 
sidered, as excellent as can be found in any 
land. Villages like those of New England do 
not exist in old Engiand nor in any of the West- 
ern or Southern States. They will come to us in 
time, but — 4 not dere yet. They have 
a charm. peculiarly their own. They have the 
same sense of repose and dignity that belongs 
to the ancient elms and maples that border and 
beautify their streets. As you walk bedeath the 
silent shadows of these venerable trees, and 
take note of the old homesteads chat are shel- 
tered by them, you know that within those 
homes there flows on a quiet life of as much ro- 
finement and culture as can be found in auy 
city in this broad land. The best literature is 
within those walls, the best music, the best cul- 
tivation of manners, and the angelic r and 
beauty of New Engiand girihood. full of bright 
intelligence, and crowned with all genticness 
and grace. There is hardly a better society than 
— be found in those New England bomes. 
an nowhere else are the Christian virtues 
of life brought to a better development. 
There is some pride of family, a 
sense of having had a grandfather, but 
there is, withal, so wide a sympathy, so much of 
that kindly feeling towards your neighbors that 
comes from baving known them, and ne to 
church with them from your childhood. t the 
idea of purple blood does not mar the harmony 
or interfere with the sweet charities of daily 
life. It 1 to give a foreiguer the most 
favorable impression of American society and 
manners, free alike from pretension on the one 
hand, or servility ou the other, as the outgrowth 
of American institutions, I would take him to a 
New England village of the best ciass, and bid 
bim stay there until he bad learnt the spirit of 
the place and people. If I could choose the 
spot where my children should pass their child- 
hood and youth, it would be in such a village. 

In conclusion, tet me say, God biess the home 
of our fathers and our mothers,and may its 
children in the Great West uphoid its stainless 
name.

wholly with the tradition of unjust and uncom- 
pensated domination. He knew weil within wnat 
harrow limits any particular set of Ministers 
was responsible, but he at the same time 
must regret that the recent change in the 
English Ministry had not as yet been satisfactory 
in ite results. Pass to another subject, he 
said the commotion within the. English Church 
showed that sooner or later ber disruption and 
disestablishment were inevitable. As to Positiv- 
ism, the retrospect was favorable. The tenets 
of the religion of Humanity were becoming 
fully understood year by year. Both in Paris 
and London the two centres were steadily at 
work, and he was glad to know chat the cause 
was making progress in Birmingham, Liverpool, 
and Manchester. Many as were the enemies of 
Positivism, it had only one really formidable 
competitor. That was the religion of the past, 
which, for practical purposes, might con- 
densed into Roman Catnolicism. . Seeing that 
society was honeycombed with unbelief, there 
could be no doubt that Roman Catholicism was 
on the wane. What Positivists bad to offer in 
its piace was a systematic worship of Humanity 
in direct contrast to the systematic worship of 
the theologica! faith,—_which was the supreme 
end to which all true foliowers of Comte must 
direct their efforts.

* PEACE AT LAST. 

The action of the Alton in reducing its 
rates from Kansas City and Omaha to all 
prominent points in the East, the particulars 
of which were exclusively published in yes- 
terday’s Thurn, siruck like a thunderbolt 
among the officials of thé various railroads 
interested in that business. They had been 
of the opinion that no hew moves would be 
made by the Alton or any other lines until 
another meeting of General Managers and 
General Passenger Agents could be held to 
consider what measures were necessary to 
bridge over the difficulties which prevented 
an advance of rates to St. Louis and Kansas 
City. The Alton, however, did not dare to 
allow matters to drag alung much longer in 
the old manner, and determined to take the 
bull by the horns, and either compel an im- 
mediate restoration of rates or to force every 
line east of. the Mississippi into a 
fight far more disastrous than that 
which has been w during the last four 
months. The result shows the Alton people 
hit the nail on the head when they de- 
termined upon that course. — esterday 
morning dispatches were received here from 
the Wabash proposing that the rates be at 
onee advanced to $4.70 from Chicago to St, 
Louis and $7.50 from Chicago to Kansas 
City, and also stating that in such an event 
the St. Louis lines would advance the rates 
froin St. Louis. te Kansas City to $4.70. Ap- 
peals were also received from the managers 
of Eastern lines imploring the Western roads 
to prevent further hostilities by accepting 
the compromise offered by the Wabash. This 
convinced the roads running from this city 
to St. Louis and Missouri River points that

WISCONSIN CENTRAL.

MILWAUKEE, Jan. 17.—It turns out that. the 
recent boom in Wisconsin Central stock has 
a more substantial basis than.mere specula- 
tion. The common stock suddenly jumped 
from 7 to W. witha prospect of going still 
higher in the market as soon as the public 
is assured of the result of the recent negotia- 
tions and arrangemeuts entered into between 
the Central and the Northern Pacific. Presi- 
dent Charles L. Colby, of the Wisconsin Cen- 
tral, has been absent in New York for the 
past two weeks, and has just returned to 
Milwaukee, He admits that the object of his 
visit was to make an arrangement for a con- 
nection between the Northern Pacific and 
the Wisconsin Central, which was con- 
summated.

A NEW BOSTON ROAD. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 18.—Boston capitalists 
are working energetically on plans to secure 
an independent line across New York State. 
They contemplate a thoroughly-built and 
equipped double-track road along the south 
side of the Mohawk Valley. Oswego is the 
present objective Western point, and 
then the Niagara River. Surveys 
are. being made at various points. 
The people of the towhs and cities through 
which the road will run are showing great 
friendliness to the enterprise, and the right 
of way will be obtained for much less 
than was. anticipated. The projectors 
of the enterprise have just purchased 
two roads which will be of great value 
to them,—the Syracuse & Chenango Val- 
ley Koad and the Syracuse, Phoenix & Oswe- 
go. This gives them acrossing over the New 
York Central at Syracuse, and terminal fa- 
cilities in that city even better than the New 
York Central has. It also secures to them 
large and valuable terminals in Oswego. 


THE CINCINNATI SOUTHERN. 

The Cincinnati Gazette says: 

“A majority of the Board of Trustees of 
the Cincinnati Southern Railway having 
doubts as to the legal right of the Board to 
lease the road after completion, decided to 
obtain the opinions of prominent legal gen- 
tlemen in the premises, Accordingly the well- 
known law firms of Kittridge & Shoemaker, 
Hoadley, Johnson & Colston, and Yaple, 
Moos & Pattison were asked for their opin- 
ions as te the power of the Trustees under 
the existing avs to lease or sell the property. 
Their opinion was presented to the regular 
meeting of the Board Saturday last. Refer- 
ring to the right to sell, 2 say, ‘Weare of 
the opinion that they (the Trustees) have no 
such right.’ In giving their opinion as to the 

»wer of the Trustees to lease under the ex- 
sting laws, they say, after quoting the sev- 
eral enactments: 

The act of April, 1877, and of April, 1878, 
provided for completing and leasing the 
whole line. The act of 1878 was obviously 
intended to supply the omission of authority 
to lease completed portions of- the line while 
the work was in progress, and has no appli- 
cation to any lease of the entire line, or to 
ony lease after the completion of the entire 

ne, 

“The fourth section provides (Sec. 4): 
‘That before the execution of any lease or 
license to use any part or all of any such 
railroad by any Trustee appointed under said 
act in any city of the first class, wherein 
there may be any Board of Trustees of the 
Sinking Fund in any such city, and before 
the award of any such lease or license to 
lessee or licensee, said award and delivery ot 
possession shall be submitted to and receive 
the approval of the Trustees of the Sink 
Fund aforesaid,’ Some stress has been lai 
upon the language of this section: * That be- 
fore the execution of any lease or license to use 
any part or all of any such railroad,’ as con- 
taining legislative recognition of the existence 
of power to lease all of the line of road. Un- 
doubtedly it does. But as such power ex- 
pressly existed in the power to complete and 
lease, provided for in the acts of April L 
1873, and April 24, 1877, it is that power an 
that only that is covered by this legislative 
recognition; the statutes are in pari materia, 
and are to be construed together, and the rule 
that an express power given excludes the in- 
terference of any other power from such a 
reference or recognition is clearly applicable. 

“To sum up, then, we are of the opinion 
that the Trustees, subject to the restrictions 
and in the mode provided by theact of April 
1877, may make a contract to complete 
lease the whole line of road at any time be- 
fore its final completion, with all the usual 
apendeges of such a road. And after such 
final completion they have no power, under 
existing laws of the State, to make any lease 
whatever of the line of the road.“

THE LAKE SHORE EXTENSION. 

In speaking of the proposed Toledo & In- 
diana Northern Railroad—the contemplated 
Lake Shore extension—the Toledo Blade 
makes the following remarks:

The pre- 
liminary arrangements with the contractors 
are now being made, and work will be com- 
menced as soon as the weather will permit. 
It is understood that the Lake Shore Com- 
pany contemplate the construction of still 
another line, between Cleveland and Toledo, 
passing about midway between the Norwalk 
and Sandusky divisions, in order to accom- 
modate the vast amount of traffic of the road.

INCUMBERED REAL ESTATE. 

The following is a copy of a bill to be in- 
troduced in the Senate by Mr. Whiting at an 
early day: 

ABI for an aet to prevent double assessment 


upon incumbered real estate, and to provide 
an equitable mode of taxation for such prop- 


erty. 

SECTION I. Be it enacted, ete., That a mortgage 
deed of trust or other contract or obligation by 
which a debt is secured by a lien upon real 
esta shall for the purposes of assessment and 
taxation be deemed and treated as an interest 
in the pr thereby affected, and the hold- 
ers of such securities, as joint owners, to be as- 
sessed and the taxes to be paid in the district 
where the property is loeated, and the holders 
of such mortgages or liens shall not elsewhere 
be assessed and taxed. — f 

Sec. 2. The owner of the fee of any property 
claiming any deduction for such incumbrance 
shall state to the Assessor Under oath the nature 
an ountof the incumbrance and to whom 
due, and the Assessor shall assess the owuer of 
the fee and the owner or owners of the mort- 
gage or other lien separately, and in ratable pro- 
eee as pear as may be to the value of the 

aterest of each, by deducting from the real and 
full cash value of the property the value of the 
lien or liens, assessing the owner of the fee on 
the excess, and the owner of owners of the lien 
upon the value of such lien, but in assessing 
these amounts the same scale of assessment or 
rate per cent of value shall be observed as may 
be appliedin assessing other property, so that 
each shall pay his pro rata share, and the aggre- 
gate be the same asif the property had beef 
assessed to one owner. 

Sec. 3. The tax arismg from the assessments 
of these several interests shall be a lien upon 
the property, and also a valid debt against either 
and all the parties in interest, and may be paid 
by either. If that part due on the incumwrance 
shall be Ady the owner of the fee, then it 
shall coustitute a pgyment thereon, and to that 
extent be an offset; and if the holder of the 
lien shall pay the tax of the owner of the fee, 
then the amount so paid shall become to that 
extent an addition to thé debt due him; pro- 
vided that if any such lien be paid by the debtor 
after assessment and before the tax levy for

Senator Munn’s canal resolution, provid- 
ing for the tarning of the waters of the Des- 
plaines into the canal, was then taken up, 
having been made a special order. The Sen- 
ator in support of his resolution said that it 
had cost $10,000 per annum for ten years to 
dredge the canal, and even then the waters 
were polluted and unhealthy. The Senator 
further said that $10,000 expended in the 
construction of sluice-ways would remedy 
the malaria arising from the fou! waters of 
the canal. The gentleman graphically de- 
picted the suffering of the people along the 
line of the canal from malaria! diseases aris- 
ing from the miasmatic waters of the canal. 
The Cook County Senators were urged to 
assist in this legislation, and the importance 
of immediate action was dweit upon at great 
length. An interview was had with Mayor 
Harrison, in which that official stated that 
Chicago did not need the canal for sewerage 
purposes; that the deep cut was not made to 
give an outlet for the filth of Chicago. The 
statement of Mr. Harrison that if the canal 
was a nuisance it was the fault of the Com- 
missioners was denied. The water at the 
dam in Joliet was said to be 

FILTHY BEYOND DESCRIPTION. 
Mr. Munn claimed that it was the duty of the 
Legislature to remedy these evils, do away 
with the dredging, etc., and called upon the 
Senators to stand by him in his efforts. 

Senator Condee, of Cook, opposed the im- 
mediate consideration of the measure, and 
said that he went to Senator Munn this 
morning and urged a reference of the reso- 
lution to a committee, to which Mr. Munn 
objected. Mr. Condee claimed that the in- 
evitable result of this resolution would be to 
dam up the canal and throw all the filth in 
the canal right into the City of Chicago, and 
that it would cause epidemics in that city. 
The Senator said he wanted facts, and 
thought the matter shouid be investigated 
and looked into before legislation was at- 
tempted. He further stated to the Senate 
that the passage of this resolution would al- 
most irreparably injure the ice interests of 
the City of Chicago by backing up the filth of 
the river so as to prevent the gathcring of ice 
from various small lakes near Chicago. He 
was in fayor of remedying 
THE UNWHOL ESOME COND®TION Og THE 

CANAL, 

but did not have the utmost faith in the 
views of Engineer Jenne. He asked that 
competent engineers be empowered to in- 
vestigate the evils, and project a plan to 
remedy them, and to that end proposed a 
reference of the sabject to the Committee on 
Canals and Rivers. 

Senator Whiting spoke at length upon the 
epidemics arising from the canal, instancing 
cases under his personal notice where entire 
families had been swept away by malarial 
diseases. The remedy proposed by Mr. 
Whiting was that the waters of the Chicago 
River should flow through the canal into the 
Illinois River, and thence into tne Missis- 
sippi. The canal should be enlarged so as 
to give an easy outlet to the diluted sewage 
of Chicago. 

Senator Whiting offered an amendment to 
Senator Munn’s resolution providing that the 
Canal Commissioners shail first confer with 
the authorities of the City of Chicago, and, if 
said city shall proceed without delay to cause 
a flowef water into the canal from the Chi- 
cago River sufficient to 

DILUTE AND PURIFY THE WATER, 

and thus remedy the evils complained of, the 
said flow to be not less than 160,000 eubic 
feet per minute, in addition to the ordi 
flow into the canal from the Chicago River, 
then, if ail of this shall be accomplished 
within a reasonable time, the Commissioners 
may accept it in lieu of obtaining a supply 
of water from the other sources named. 

Senator Shaw said the ice on the canal and 
waters tributary thereto was of the 


MOST 
The fisu were poisoned 
Some radical remedies should be adopted at 
once. He therefore favored the original res- 


olution. 
Senator Marshall spoke in favor of the 


Munn resolution. His constituents, while in- 
terested in the welfare of the citizens of Chi- 
caso, did not care to be burdened with the 
sewage of that city. He trusted the resolu- 
tion as amended might be adopted. 

Senator Condee renewed his motion to re- 
fer the whole matter to the Committee on 
Canals and Rivers, believing in this way 
proper means would be devised to remedy 


the evil. 
Senator Adams spoke in favor of referring 


the resolution. While 
THE EVILS WERE GREAT 
and grievous, there were some doubts as to 
their source. The Senator himself doubted 
if the evil arose from the sewage of Chicago, 
lf, as Senator Munn claimed, the filth of the 
city was emptied into the Chic River, and 
the vile condition of the country was so great 
on that aceount, how much more offensive 
must be the river where the sewage primarily 
empties. Mr. Adams believed the Chicago 
River water to be purer to-day than it has 
been for years, and for that reason he doubt- 
ed the correctness of Senator Munn’s vigws. 
The gentleman did not speak for delay. 
THE NUISANCE WAS INTOLERABLE, 
and should be abated as speedily as possible. 
He was of the opinion that the filth in the 
river came from the South Branch,—or, in 
other words, the Stock-Yards,—and — 
the entire matter speedily and thoroughly i: 
vestigated. The greater part of the filth 
came from outside the limits of the City of 
Chicago,—trom territory over which the city 
had no control. The authorities should be 
given power to acquire land outside the city 
limits and erect pumping-works thereon. 
Another objection was the 
LACK OF POWER 
on the part of the city to raise enough money 
by taxation to build pumping-works. In his 
opinion an extra tax should be authorized by 


legislation. 

Senators Merritt, White, and Lanning took 
further part in the debate, and the subject 
was finally referred to the Committee on 
Canals and Rivers, with instructions to re- 
port one week from to-day. 

The Senate then adjourned until to-mor- 


row morning. 
THE REASON WHY. 

The following are the alleged reasons for 
the Senate refusing to confirm the reap- 
pointment of two members of the Railroad 
and Warehouse Commission: First, neglect 
to bring suits against railroads after notice 
of discrimination against shippers; second, 
failure to execute proper supervision of 
warehouses and grain inspection. The Sen- 
ate has ordered an investigation before the 
Railroad Committee, with whom specific 
charges will probably be filed. The general 
charge is standing in with railroads as 
against shippers. 

A communication, signed by the Cook 
County Senators and addressed to the city 
authorities of Chicago, through Ald. John M. 
Smyth, was mailed to-night. The document 
calls attention to the Mann Canal resolution, 
and requests the City Fathers..of Chicago to 
appoint a committee to confer with the Cook 
County Senators and acquaint them with the 
wishes of the Common Council on the Canal 
question.

any nonfeasance oh their part, any neglect 
to investigate charges against the railroads 
of discrimination against shippers and to 
decree justice, or any failure to execute 
proper supervision over the Warehouses and 
the general subject of Main- inspection, they 
didn’t know it. True, there was a slight 
difference of opinion between them as to the 
propriety of the policy of not resorting 
more frequently to the Courts, but Mr. 
Bogue announced his readiness to defend 
hés position from the start to the finish, and 
pointed to the fact that the Board had been 
the means of preventing a lot of 

USELESS AND VEXATIOUS LITIGATION, 
whose only end would have been to keep the 
public and the railroads at swords’ points as 
an evidence of the practical good the Board 
had done. Having said this, both gentlemen 
again reiterated their entire willingness to 
be investigated, and to accommodate the 
Senate with everything that lay in their 
power to facilitate the progress of the in- 
quiry. What is wofully lacking just at 
present is specific charges; but these, it is 
claimed, will be forthcoming in a day or 
two, when they will be poured into the lap 
of the Senate Committee on Railroads.

Words are insufficient 
to express their indignation at the course of the 
market in continuing to advance steadily ever 
since. The January thaw, which was to give 
them back their stocks at lower prices, has not 
come. They want the stocks; they will admit 
that; and they expect to see them higher than 
these figures; they admit that, too; but 
meanwhile they think some one i else 
must make a loss on them. All these 
lightning calculators have been disappointed. 
Conservative men are steadily reducing their 
lines of stocks and confining their operations 
to quick turns. Brokers are urging caution. In 
a word, if a break does come, it will find those 
who are in stocks waiting for it with both eyes 
wide open, and it will find a great many men 
with money ready to jumpin and take all the 
good stocks offered ata concession. It is a sad 
fact that, when people prepare in this thorough 
way for a panic, it very seldom comes, 

The Wall street correspondent of the Boston 
Commercial Bulletin sees pretty strung indica- 
tions that, as fastasthe market will warrant, 
the leaders are getting out of the high-priced 
properties and are putting their money in some 
of the low-priced stocks. The speculative situ- 
ation is described to be as remarkable as it is in- 
comprehensible, for, while there is little encour- 
agement to sell short, even after the unprece- 
dented rise that has taken place, purchases for 
long account are attended with extra hazard, 
and with this view the more cautious dealers are 
standing out altogether, awaiting the grand de- 
velopment of the movement in progress.

The rumor thata certain party is cornering 
the oats market appears to be without founda- 
tion.

The statement of provision stocks and move- 
ment published in these columns yesterday in- 
dicates an average lard production of about 
41 lbs, per hog for the month ending 
Jan. This is a very big yield, and 
isonly possible when lard is relatively so high 
as to invite to liberal tankage. The demand 
for lard recently has been enormous. The ship- 
ments reported for the twenty-four hours end- 
ing at 7 o'clock yesterday morning equaied the 
product of about 50,000 bogs at the recent lard 
yield. They shy that the demand by the less 
unscrupulous of the lard-butter makers for 
leaf bas been so active as to leave only trim- 
mings and sides for the lard tank in a great 
many cases, 

We note that one of our contemporaries sees 
no reason why the value of a Board of Trade 
membership should not nearly equal that in the 
New York Stock Exchange if the grain trade 
grows as it bas done recently. If “recently” 
means within the past fortnight it is difficult to 
see the foree of the conclusion. 

And now comes the rumor by telegraph, all 
the way from New York, that the firm which 
cornered pork here last year has bought five 
times as much pork, lard, wheat, and corn as we 
have here, and is about to give the boys a 
aqueeze unparalleled in our history. We need 
scarcely say that the thing is generally regarded 
asa canard.

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A ROTTEN JURY. 


Discharge of the Entire Panel in 
the Friedberg Case. 


Reasons Which Prompted the Judge and 
State's Attorney to This Course. 


Cannot This Gang of Professional Jurors 
Be Cleaned Out! 


Not a little commotion was caused in the 
County Building yesterday by an episode which 
oceurred in the Criminal Court shortly after the 
opening of ite morning session. It was known 
to a few officers and frequenters of the Court 
that previous to its opening Judge Moran and 
State’s-Attorney Milis had held a brief but 
earnest consultation, but even these had no idea 
of its nature or of the very prompt and decisive 
action on the part of the Judge whieh was 
to resuit from it. Hence there was great 
surprise when, after the petit jury in the 
case of Minnie Miller, charged with shoplifting, 
had come into court and rendered their verdict, 
thus leaving the coast clear for the trial of the 
much-postponed Lesser Friedberg case, the 
Court made a quiet little speech, in which he said 
that in yiew of certain facts whieh had come to 
his knowledge he had decided to 

DISCHARGE THE PRESENT PANEL 

of jurors. In so doing he did not wish to cast 
any refiection upon the Sheriff or the officers of 
his department, but he believed it might be 
claimed that there was some leral irregularity 
in the service of the special venire, and there- 
fore he would discharge the panel, and order a 
special venire for ju which would be 
made returnable at 10 o'clock on the following 
morning. 

Nothing further was said publicly on the 
subject, and, after the fifty jurors of the 
panel had left in a body, the spectators 
who bad gathered to witness the trial of the 
somewhat noted case dropped out one by one, 
and at 11:0 a. m. the Judge ordered the Court 
adjourned, and Tus TRIBUNE reporter, who had 
hung around for an hour in the hope of some- 
thing turning up which would throw light upon 
the mystery, began to search for facts among 

lals interested in the proveeding. 

STATE’S-ATTORNEY MILLS 

was visited in his office and found ina very mys- 
terious and reticent mood. The directest of 
questions were smilingly turred aside,and a 
suave purry robbed the subtiest inquiry of its 
power. At last, after much time wasted, he 
dropped a hint in the remark that the principle 
of the special venire requires that jurors shall 
be legally selected from the body of—that is, 
from the mass of—the people throughout the 
county.

ENGLISH POOR AND RICH. 


| The Queen’s Wages and the Workmen’s 


—How the Royal Family Is Supported, 

and What They Do. . 

Addressed to the Prime Minister of England. 

The babit of the Engtish nation of calling the 
attention ef other nations to whatever may 
seem to the enlightened Briton to be either 
singular, disagreeabie, unjust, or outrageous, 
makes it quite proper for me to call your atten- 
tion to some striking peculiarities of the English 
wages- system, . 

As we Americans are prone to imitate you, 
the foremost people of Europe, and as it seems 
to many of us that your wages-system is either 
singular, disagreeable, unjust, or outrageous,— 
possibly ali of them,—I am impelled to ask you 
to make plain to us the reasons why you think 
it of Divine origin, and why you continue it; for 
if we are to do likewise,as we may, we would 

to know the reason why. 

Dur distinguished Secretary of State has sup 
plied us with many valuable Vonsular Reports 
as to wages, cost of living, etc., from which I 
will present youafew facts which may have 
escaped your notice. 

Our Secretary has presented these facts. etc., 
with some comments of his own, which he 
thinks of much value, a few of which I may 
quote, as other wise, too, they may escape your 
notice. 

The of the Queen of Engiand is set down 
in the “blue books” and in Whittaker” at 
about $3,075,000. The pay of the Queen is thus 
about $10,000 a day, or, in round numbers, is 
seven dollars d minute, counting in nights, wet 
Gaye, and Sundays. 

n addition to this it is understood that she 
gets her house-reut free, and among these free 
houses we hear at this distant point of the fol- 
lowing: St. James’ Palace, Buckingham Palace, 
Hampton Court Palace, Windsor Castle, Osborne 
House, Balmoral Castle—and there may be oth- 
ers. The yearly charges paid upon the Royal 
palaces is put in the budget at 177.7 

Notwithstanding what seems to us in this 
new country very liberal wares and very free 
rent, there is an impression in Eugland that the 
Queen is pinched for money.

Just where the Queen's wages come from and 
2 they go to is an interesting matter of 

nqguiry. , 
Tou, as Prime Minister, know how Political 
Economy states that all wealth (including wages) 
comes out of the earth and the sea, and is pro- 
duced by man’s work. 

You know, then, where the Quecn’s wages 
come from, and you are ty sure that neither 
she nor her sons and daughters do the work 
necessary to produce these $7 per minute out of 
the earth or the sea. 

But she is a valuable person to the working, 
millions of Great Britain. She must be, or they 
would not so willingly pay this wage of $7 per 
minute! 

Just what work the Queen does do as an 
equivalent for this three millions of wages, she 
may know or you may, or it may be known to 
God in Heaven; but so far it is hid from mortal 
ken on this side of the water. 

Just what valuable work ber eldest son may 
do, except the shooting. of pigeons and minister- 
ing to the affections of “lovely woman,” has 
not been revealed to us; but it is understood 
that his wage is at least half a million of money, 
—about $1,000 per day, and that he owes many 
of the Queen's lieges good money of the realm 
besides. 

But London newspapers of a recent date spoke 
in laudatory terms of the devoted labors of one 
of the sons, who had recently laid a corner-stone 


speech, in which he encou “il the young peo- 
vie; and here is a sample of his work:

WAGES OF WORKMEN IN ENGLAND. 

The average wage of eight different sorts of 
workmen, given by Mr. Consul Shepard, of Brad- 
ford. England, in 1878, is each $6.30 per week; of 
boys, 10 to 13 years old, 16 cents per day; of girls, 
10 to 18 years old, 18 cents per day. 

Mr. Consul Canisius, of Bristol, gives the ave- 
rage wage of town workmen as 6.10 per week; 
of agricultural workmen as $2.44 per week. 

Mr. Consul Dockery, of Leeds, gives the wage 
of ten kinds of skilled workmen as $7.71 per 
wevk; of ordinary workmen, $5.34 per week. 

We may bear in mind that these men work 
from fifty-six to sixty hours per week to carn 
these wages; it may be known also that they 
must work. No dawdling is permitted. 

It may also be borne in mind that these wages 
are not constant,—cannot be assured to any man 
in England fora year, or a week even, 

WHAT DOES IT COST THESE WORKMEN TO 
LIVE! 

Mr. Consul Dockery puts it down in his dis- 
trict for an ordinary family at $5.54 per week, 
and be allows for clothes and shoes for all (five 
or six persons) 48 cents per Week, or for the year 
$22.96. We may suppose the family to consist of 
two parents and four or five children, and then 
we may wonder what those clothes will bring 
when sold to the frugal Jew at the endof the 
year! 

Mr. Consul Canisius says: “The general food 
of the class of people bere referred to consists 
of bread, cheese, salt, butter or lard, potatoes, 
tea, and sugar, all of the cheapest sort. sa rule, 
the laborers eat meat but twice a week, and that 
consists of the very cheapest kinds.” 

Mr. Consul Dockery says of his workmen at 
Leeds: Although labor is expensive ($5.34 to 
$7.71 per week), it cannot now be made cheaper, 
because. the very essence of existence, meat 
and bread, is so costly.” 

It would seem, then, that wages in England, 
under the divine laws of competition and free 


they muat tnevitably go in our “ financial civiliza- 
on.” 


Not only must men work sixty hours a week to 
keep up to starvation point, byt so must women 
and children. Mr. Consul Webster says of Shef- 
ficid, one of be great industrial cities of the 
world: “For there is in this wu a far greater 
proportion of women employed in the heavier 
kinds of labor than will be found in the large 
towns of the United States, excepting it may 
the great cotton manufacturing centres.“ 

We know, too, that while there are laws enough 
against the employment of young children in 
factory work in England, it is impossible to pre- 
vent it. They must work or starve. Men work, 
and women and children work, and they earn 
from 9 cents to $7.71 a week. 

Young Arthur, one of the Queen's boys, works 
too, and he earns say $1,500 a week, and he does 
not work sixty hours. 

Mr. Consul Webster calls attention to another 
small fact—that machinery now is cutting into 
mun's work. He says of Sheffield: “But al- 
though the rates have advanced, the amounts 
actually earned are much dimtnt „ from the 
fact that there is much less work to be done“; 
he'Bays, however, that some men who work with 
the machines make more wages with them than 
they could do without them.” 

DISSATISFACTION. 

We now tome to a singular but universal fact 
it is that, the whole body of wurkmen in England 
are dissatisfied. 

They arc not content with their wages, are 
not satistied to live on them, want more wages, 
but seem, to despair of it, and rightly. Mr. Con- 
sul Dockery says; 55 most of the 
‘strikes’ bave been malle, not for higher wages, 
but against a contemplated reduction, and have 
often accomplished their purpose. 

Under the English social system, however 
(and ours is the same), that cannot continue, 
wages must go down, down to the starvation 
point,—perhaps below it. 

Mr. Consul Shepard says about those work- 
men: No doubt there is fault on both sides, 
but I am bound to say, from all I can learn, that 
the calamity must be laid more to the 
exactions of the employed than to the selfishness 
of the employers.” 

In this statement our distinguished Secretary 
fully coincides.

of this was derived from the excise tax; most 
of it from beer and spirits. 

Nearly one-third of the vast revenue of Great 
Britain is clearly drawn from driuk, and it goes 
largely to pay the Queen's wages, your wages, 
tbe army, navy, church. ete, 

It becomes @ curious, rather puzzling ques tion 
if these workmen should suddenly stop drink- 
ing, what would become of the Queen, you, the 
army, navy, church, etc.? 

Is it not true that your last Administration 
was put out of power dy the votes of your Par- 
liament of rich men,“ because you proposed to 
pass a bill to close in-palaces and beer- 
shops at 11 o'clock instead of midnight? 

Should you make a report upon this matter, 
please enlighten our distinguished Secretary 
upon these points. 

Another poiat is worthy attention. Poverty, 
misery, and drudgery do have an effect upon the 
creature called man. 

Sixty hours of work a week, with a wage of $5, 
seems to result in a large amount of those 
three graces.
